Former Bryan School Teacher 
Tells Of Experience In China 


(By MIM Coral Clark). 


Thursday, Sept. 16.—Mr. Kean 
has failed to get permission to re­ 
turn to Wuchang so it looks like 
our people over there are in for 
tx bad time. 
Mr. Kean said that 
they had enough to last till Satur­ 
day or Sunday but no longer. Nat­ 
urally the besiegers do 
not want 
•food going in to any body for i' 
the foreigners do not suffer they 
will refuse to try 
to 
get the be 
' sieged troops to 
surrender. 
It 
•seems that they have 
depended a 
good deal on getting the foreign­ 
ers to help bring about the end 
of the siege. 
On the other hand 
we know quite well that the mat­ 
ter is none of our business and the 
further we keep out of it the bet­ 
ter for everyone concerned. 
The first of this week 
the last 
foreigners from the Normal School 
Mr. Chapman and 
Mr. 
Bullock, 
were compelled to leave 
by 
the 
troops in that place. 
They said 
What news of their doings had been 
getting into Hankow papers and 
of course somebody 
must 
have 
talked too much. 
No one knows 
exactly who has beer, talking too 
much but in such 
a 
time of ex­ 
citem ent many people can’t keep 
their tongues and it is these news­ 
paper reports that 
have 
got all 
the foreigners in bad. 
Mr. Bullock told me the story of 
a frolicksome shell that came into 
his attic before he went out to the 
Normal School when 
he recently 
got back from furlough. The first 
thing it struck 
after 
breaking 
through the roof was a bundle of 
chicken wire of which it ju st made 
fray and also gathered up a hand-

come any nearer.

coolies eo we found a man who 
was willing to take a message to 
our cook and we in the mean time 
sat down to eat our lunch.

found a nice shady spot under a 
tree where we were not too much 
in view*, and started on our dry 
lunch.

place to 
wash our hands we carefully tom 
off bits of paper to pick up cur 
food ai d w*e ate an apple along 
with our sandwiches because we 
bad nothing to drink.

ing.

the old cook, and we had just 
trie d to talk fo him when wh-e-e 
went a bullet right over our heads.

We were not seen after we got on 
the grounds by two of the officers 
who knew Mr. Bullock, and they

We 
then went to see how the foreign 
houses had fared and found that

We came back in a boat 
with three officers who were go­ 
ing to Hankow to buy things. Mr. 
B. can talk very good Chinese so 
he chatted all day long with every 
body we met and when he saw fit 
he told me what they said. 
One of the things that we found 
out from the mouths of about a 
dozen people, including the three 
officers, what that the very terri­ 
ble shooting that we had heard the 
day before was because some of 
the inside soldiers 
mutinied and 
tried to come out the gate by thp 
railway sation and the southerners 
fell on them with great slaughter 
and drove them 
back.

tell me till we were having tea in 
Hankow was that when we were 
there at the village talking to my 
servant we
